Mew Orleans, La., Sept. 30.—Unofficial 
ent mates today placed the property dam- 
age int New Orleans from yesterday's 
storm at, nearly $2,000,000, and the loss | 
of life at seston. It was estimated that at 
least 150 persons were injured by the col- 
lapse of buildings, n signs, or flying 
glass. 

Scarcely a large plate glass window re- 
mains intact in the downtown section. 
Signs, telegraph, telephone, and éléctric 
light poles and wires and débris’ r 
damaged buildings littered streets today | 
and hundreds of structures were unroofed 
or demolished in various parts of the city. 

The maximum velocity of the wind was 
reported by the weather bureau as be- 
tween 120 and 180 miles an hour. The 
wind blew at this rate for one minute. 
The highest 
‘eighty-six miles an hour. For more than 
seven hours the hurricane éwept over the 
city at the rate of mere than sixty miles 
an hour. 


Police and fire departments were kept 
busy responding to calls for assistance 
and investigating reports of collapsed 
bulldings. Numerous school buildings 
and churches were destroyed or badly 
damaged. Approximately 8,000 
phones were rendered useless and trolley 
service was suspended after 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. 

An abatement in the storm came about 
7 o’clock in the evening, but the wind fell 
slowly. At 3 o’clock this morning the 
velocity varied from ten to twenty miles 
an hour in intermittent gusts. From 
every part of the city came reports of 
property damage, and a number of wide- 
ly known landmarks showed the effects of 
the wind. On the river front many sma!! 
vessels were swamped. 


The tugboat Corsair, with fifteen aboard, 
was blown over on its side and sank in 
the river about one mile this side of Nime

In a single year the system has increased its 
stockholders by 3,381. Other railroads have had a 
measure of the same success, under a definite propa- 
ganda. Each stockholder on Sept. 1 owned an aver- 
age of 106.23 shares, or 3.96 shares less than the 
average holders twelve months previous. On the. 
latest date there were 45,428 women, or 1,743 more 
than a year ago, representing nearly a third inter- 
est in the property. This is good for the railroad 
and good for the stockholders, but under such a 
scattered, amateurish control there are more open- 
ings for the skillful manipulation of a small group of 
which we already have had some excellent examples.

How can the comfortably 
industrioug Wurtemberger have been metamor- 
phosed into ly euit of a machine gun platoon? 
How is it that phlegmatic amiability can show 
such efficiency in soldiery? 

We have been basing our notions of good soldier 
d@m upon a kind of innate and individual ferocity. 
The Irish, for example, have contributed the most 
satisfying regiments to many English wars. The 
Scotch, a hardy, stubborn people, litigious and ar- 
gumentative, are known in this war as in others 
for their fighting effectiveness. 

Americans feel that they are good“soldiers. Do- 
eility is not one of our virtues. Our fighting blood 
is still with us. Native belligerency is writ in our 
school histories. We assert our rights, we are 
taught, with cool courage and humanity. Our na- 
tional pastimes in youth are fighting and foc ball. 
Individual pugnacity, testrained, of course, is a na- 
tional tradition. 

We continually recognize this fighting blood. 
When Carranza troopers shoot a few of our sol- 
diers, good citizens undoubtedly feel it surging 
through their veins. They grip the handles of their 
umbrellas harder, and if the Mexican reprobates 


a good beating. At any rate, our feelings do not 
make us doubt our courage and See. Emo- 
tionally we are not craven, 

But consider the Germans. How can we fail to 
suspect that pugnacity is nqt the sole and conquer- 
ing quality of the soldier? In border warfare, per- 
haps. As pioneers, our personal aggressiveness was 
successful. In fighting unorganized nations, like 
the Mexicans, or the Spanish in Cuba, that quality, 
supplied with reasonably good equipment, was one 
of the factors of success. But how about organized 
warfare? 

Our personal ale is not the self-effacing kind. 
We ha te to govern our actions by the judgment of 
others. What the modern soldier needs ts courage 
and docility.. Americans probably have courage. | 
Our disability is that we feel ourselves heroes,

1 lands, invaded them, the baby 
laird of Lochbule being preserved only 
by being conveyed across the sea to Ire- 
land. On attaining manhood young Mur- 
doch MacLaine, laird of Lochbuie, deter- 
mined to recover his estates, and, witha 
score of brave Irishmen, set sail for the 
island of Mull with that object in view. 
On arriving there he was recognized by 
his old nurse, who knew him from a birth- 
mark on his breast. She caused her hus- 
band, who was the gatekeeper, to open 
the gates of the castle of Lochbuie, when 
Murdoch rushed in and soon made himself 
master, not only of the stronghold, but 
also of the estates. 


Some time afterward a pitched battle 


took place between the MacLaines of 
Lochbuie and the Macleans of Duart— 
Duart castle, now in ruins, being situated 
at the opposite end of the island of Mull. 
The young chief Lochbuie, when return- 
ing home after the battle, happened in 
the dark upon the chief of Duart, who was 
sound asleep through exhaustion.

Andrew Maciean of the East Surrey regi- 
ment, was one of the flrat English officers 
to be killed in action in France during

Old Princess Montleart’s death last 
week in Paris at the age of near 90—she 
was a granddaughter of that Duc Jean 
de la Tremoville who perished on the 
scaffold by the guillotine during the reign 
of terror in the last decade of the eight- 
eenth century—serves to recall the ex- 
traordinary and romantic career of her 
husband, who died some fifty-five years 
ago when over 70. He was in his younger 
days a Sardinian nobleman of the name 
of Count Jules Max de Montleart. While 
serving as an officer of the Sardinian 
navy he attended the grand ball given by 
the Prince of Schwarzenberg, the Aus- 
trian ambassador in Paris, in honor of 
the wedding of Archduchess Marie Louise 


of Austria to the first Emperor Napo- 


leon. 

It may be remembered that a fire broke 
out at the embassy during the ball, that 
a number of people perished in the con- 
flagration, including the ambassadress 
herself, while Empress Marie Louise and 
Napoleon escaped with the utmost dif- 
culty. Among the royal guests present 
was Princess Marie Christine of Saxony, 
daughter of the king of Saxony and widow 
of Prince Charles Emmanuel of Savoy. 
She had fallen into a dead faint in one of 
the upper rooms, and, entirely forgotten, 
would undoubtedly have been burned to 
death had she not been rescued in the 
most dramatic fashion by the young 
Comte de Montleart. Her gratitude to her 
deltverer was so great that she married 
him, anu he thus became stepfather to 
King Charles Albert of Sardinia, who was 
the father of King Victor Emmanuel II., 
grandfather of King Humbert, and great- 
grandfather of the present king of Italy. 

By this marriage the count, who on the 
occasion of his wedding received the title 
of prince, alike from the king of Sar- 
dinia and from the emperor of Austria, 
had several children, of whom only two 
grew up—namely: Prince Maurice and 
Princess Augusta, of whom more anon. 

Prince Montleart’s royal wife survived 
until 1851. Then the princé married a 
Scotchwoman, a Miss Louisa Keir Grant 
Who left him a widower for a second 
time two years later, and then in 1865, at 
the age of 78, he led to the altar the 28 
year old Princess Felice de la Tremoille, 
surviving this third marriage but three 
months. It is this third wife of his who 
has just passed away in Paris at her 
house on the Boulevard Haussman, thus 
severing a wonderful link with the past. 


— 
Her stepehildren—that is to say, her 
husband's children by his first and roydl 
wife, and who had inherited the bulk of 
the latter's great fortune—are both dead. 
The daughter, Princess Augusta of Mont- 
leart, was the most eccentric of spinsters. 
She was quite as masculine in her appear- 
ance and in her drese as Rosa Bonheur 
the painter, wearing top boots, an ex- 
trerpely short black skirt, a man's over- 
coat and hat, smoking cigars, apd riding 
astride of her horses, which was a rare 
feminine accomplishment in those days. 
She was one of the most famous breeders 
of horses in the dual empire, had a cele- 
brated stud farm near Cracow, which she 
managed entirely herself, and was found 
murdered some thirty years ago under the 
most sensational circumstances in the

PEDDLERS AND FALSE MEAS- 
° URES. 

Chicago, Sept. 28.—[{To the Friend of the 
People. II wonder how much money the 
Chicago housewives are cheated out of 
every day by the fruit and vegetable 
peddiers. My personal experience within 
the last week has surprised me. I went 
out in the back of my home to buy a peck 
of apples and when I weighed them I 
found I had gotten only nine and one-half 
pounds. On another occasion I asked the 
peddler how many pounds he gave to a 
peck and he replied, “ Twelve pounds.” 
He did give me twelve pounds according 
to his scale, but when I got home I had 
ten pounds. I heard a peddter shouting, 
“Apples, 15 cents.“ He does not say peck 
or how many pounds, but upon inquiring 
I found that he sold hie apples at 15 cents 
for ten pounds. This misleads many 
women, especially those in my neighbor- 
hood, as most of them do not understand 
the English language and they think 
they are getting a peck. The city in- 
spectors or some one ought to be stirred.

We 
have had an ordinance passed compelling the 
sale of fruits and vegetables to be by standard 
avoirdupois net weight or by numericai count. 
This ordinance was passed for the protection of 
the purchaser and the honest dealer, as it com- 
pels a fair competition. Tho use of the dry 
measure as a standard for the sale of bulky 
commodities ie the most unfair standard that 
could be used, for the reason that on account of 
the trregular shapes of fruits and vegetables ſt 
is impossible entirely to fill the inside of the

Yuan Starts Conversation. 

There were a thousand questions that 
I would have liked te ask the president, 
and which do not seen even near the 
pale of newspaper propriety as it is under- 
stood in the American capital: But 
Yuan Shih-kai did not give me any time 
to think about them. We were no sooner 
seated at his long table than he began 
with: 

“You have deen traveling in the in- 
terior?”’ 

I replied that I had made a small jour- 
ney through Chil! province, and he 
immediately: 

“ Wher did you go?” 

Then, when I had explained our route 
he said: 

“You did not find many good roads? 
They were pretty bad, were they not?“ 

“We traveled through the mountains,” 
I replied. ‘‘ We expected to find moun- 
tain trails and did find them. 

That was his text. He launched at once 
into a discussion of the lack of roads in 
China and of the bearing of good roads 
upon the development of the nation. He 
said that for many years the Chinese had 
been content with the sort of roads over 
which they have to do their traveling- 
They are largely an agricultural people. 
who draw their supplies and their living 
own land 
They have not raised much produce for 
sale to others, and there has not been any 
great demand for good means of transpor- 
tation. | 

Sees Advantage of Good Roads. 

It was only a few years ago that the 
first railway in China was constructed, 
and it encountered very great oppositiop 
not only at the outset, but for a considera- 
ble time after it was completed. But now 
the people have seen the advantages of 
railways. The first one has been followeé 
by others; the people see how easily they 
can travel and ship their goods by raib 
There has been a great change in the sen- 
timent of the people. Now they are very 
strongly in favor of railways, and they 
have come as well to appreciate the ad- 
vantages of good roads. The government 
is very keen to further the construction 
of railways. It has laid down ambitious 
plans for a network of roads all over the 
nation. 

“This question of communications is 
one of the greatest and most pressing that 
the government has to meet, Said the 
president. Weare w gatit with all 
our energy. As we,deWlop communica-

EXONERATED FROM CHARGES 


Perry S. Patterson, Accused of Mal- 
feasance by Editor, Is Dismissed, 
Case Lacking in Evidence. 


Charges against Perry S. Patterson, for- 
mer corporation counsel of West Ham- 
mond, and John W. Jaranowski, a West 
Hammond alderman, which led to their 
arrest a week ago on a warrant obtained 
by Robert Emmet Wood, editor of a West 
Hammond paper, were dismissed yester- 
day before justices of the peace in Evans- 
ton. 

Patterson, who is a member of the law 
firm of Shepard, McCormick, Thomason, 
Kirkland & Patterson, was charged by 
Wood with malfeasance in office and con- 
spiracy.
